A Brutal Crime 


The crime was especially revolting owing to tho final use they placed 


the body to and Indignities they heaped upon It after Mullen was dead. 
The perpetrators of the crime have not been apprehended but the ponce 
have several clews that they say will lead to tho arrest of the murderers. 
Mullen was returning home from work when ho was set upon dud was 
evidently struck from behind first and then while Insensible clubbed to 
death and his body thrown under the wheels of the trolley where It was 
ground Into a pulp. 
Thus far no tangible clews have been found 
but 


the general belief Is that It Is the work of some strikers. 


Clash With Soldiers 


There was also a clash bctweejn the soldiers stationed In the city as 


a guard and a mob of strikers nt the Ontario and Western depot before 
daybreak. 


The strikers crept up under the cover of the darkness and poured 


In a volley of bricks and stones severely bruising many of the soldiers 
who were not expecting anything of the kind and also fatally Injuring one 
man. 


Soldiers Start 
Firing 


Although the morning was dark the soldiers quickly discovered 
their 
assailants fleeing across the fields and opened fire on them shooting two 
volleys, but It Is not believed that any of the mob were hit. 


More Trouble 


At another portion of 
tho city this morning the soldiers.were call- 


ed upon to quell a riot and were again stoned and several shots were ur- 
ed at them by tho mob. 
They charged tho crowd and put them to llight 


capturing ono man who Is now locked up In tho city jail.

has been contracted for.

Examine Crop 
The damp weather of the past week 


lias given the buyers a chance to 
examine the crop In the sheds, as 
most of the early harvested crop Is 
cured out with the exception of the 
stems. 
O. R. Pomeroy, In an article 


to the Madison Journal, gives the 
growers some good udvlcc In regard 
to opening their sheds during 
the 


damp weather. 
He states: 


"During a ride from Madison to 


Eagerton 1 saw many sheds open 
and the tobacco apparently absorb- 
ing the moisture with which the air 
•was heavily laden, Increasing Instead 
of lessening the danger from pole 
rot. 
At my home I found that my 


hired man had. during my absence, 
built some fires1 In the sheds 
and 


thereby prevented the tobacco from 
becoming too damp, and upon exam- 
ination I found It In prime condition 
and not shewing any signs of dam- 
age whatever. 
Every grower who 


finds his tobacco getting In too high 
case cannot employ his time to bet- 
ter advantage than by devoting a lit- 
tle of it to building 11 res, being care- 
ful to use do* wood only and tuns 
avoid smoking Instead of drying his 
crop. 
' "A word of caution—don't overdo the 
matter, as you all well know that 
tobacco should come In case, and tne 
oftener It comes In case and partial- 
ly dries out the better quality It will 
ue and the quicker It will be ready 
for stripping." 


In the general New York leaf mar- 
let trading during the past week has 
hcen quite satisfactory to the market. 
Although no big 'transactions were 
effected, sales were going on and In 
every type of leaf. 
Everything goes 


light, dark, sound and damaged leaf; 
for manufacturers are beginning to 
realize that the market Is not stock- 
ed enough to supply their Increased 
demands, with choice and select par- 
cels for the entire year, so 
every- 


thing Is being taken at a price to do 
service from Hand to mouth. 
In con- 


sequence, about 2.000 boxes went Into 
consumption In small lots. 


Sumatra

Everybody Is hustling to get hls( 
tobacco Into his barns In order toj 
avoid the frosts which have already | 
appeared an:l caused some damage.| 
It Is a fact that much of the loaf now | 
being cut w:uld be better for a lit-] 
tie more ripening, hut few farmers; 
feel that they can afford to take the 
chances of losing their entire crop by ( 
frost, and while acknowledging prob- 
ability of their Immature leaf to turn 


out unsatisfactorily, they 
consider 


such a result as only a probability, 
while they regard the destruction by 
frost as a certainty. 
So 
great Is 


thu rush to house the tobacco that 
there Is no time for other business, 
and sales are consequently conspic- 
uous by their absence. 
But there 


arc plenty of buyers In the field, and 
they are spending their'time In not 
Ing the most desirable crops, which 
doubtless they will be ready to con- 
tract as soon as the farmers can find 
time to dicker. 


Connecticut Valley 
The past week has been a busy one 


with farmers who have worked like 
beavers to get their tobacco under 
cover, for the frost king 1ms made nls 
appearance, and growers have not 
waited for a second visitation, which 
will be probably heavier than the 
first, which was very light and not at 
all general. 
An It Is to be expect 


ed. growers report that tho earlier 
harvested leaf has cured perfectly 
without the slightest Indication 
of 


pole sweat, but this claim Is confined 
to leaf harvested last month. 
It 


Is said that tho leaf Is curing a- fine 
light color, and tho report that dark 
colors will be In demand has caused 
considerable dismay. 
But tho rumor 


does not seem to be verified, for there 
has been a scramble of no mean pro- 
portions for all kinds of leaf. 
for 


which prominent firms have not hes- 
tltated to pay from 23 to 2C cents 
through. 
It seems, therefore, tuat 


tho biggest buyers have an Idea that 
the tobacco crops cannot have gone 
through the cold, wet weather, the 
fierce hailstorms and the early frosts 
without considerable curtailment In 
yield, and are acting on the principle 
that tho early bird will get the worm, 
which they evidently believe Is not 
big enough to go round.

THE COTTON INDUSTRY. 
I 


O. P. Austin, chief of the Bureau 


of Statistics of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, delivered an address In Now 
York last evening1, before the New 
England Cotton Manufacturers' 
As- 


sociation. which was full of valuable 
Information. 


Mr. Austin claimed that the mills 


of the United States, 'while now sup- 
plying 90 per cent of all the cotton 
goods used In the home market. Is 
in position to reach out for a larger 
share of foreign trade. 
.While our 


exports have Increased from 14 mil- 
lion yards In 1875, to 504 million 
yarus In 1902, the increase has not 
been in proportion to our exports 
of raw cotton of which the united 
States produces three fourths of the 
•world's supply. 


Up to this tlmo tho great cotton 


markets of tho world have been chief- 
ly supplied by manufacturers located 
In the countries which produce 
no 


raw cotton and which draw their raw 
cotton from the United States. The 
value of the cottcn goods Imported 
by those countries having statisti- 
cal records amounts to nearly COO 
million dollars annually, and of this 
tho -United States supplies at pros- 
rent but about 30 millions per annum, 
or less than 5 per cent, nearly 
• all 


of the remainder being supplied by 
countries which do not produce cot- 


. ton and which draw practically all 


of their raw cotton from the United 
State?, 
fact that the U. S. pro- 


duces throe fourths of the raw cotton 
of the world and has so developed the 
art of manufacture that Its maufact- 
nrers are able to fully supply the en- 
ormous homo market and lo begin 
supplying their surplus 
to 
other 


parts of the world suggests, In Mr. 


Bhould bo nble to make for Itself a 
permanant position among those sup 
«£'ylng the. world/3 growing demand 
./Or manufactured cotton gdods. The 
annual Importations of -cotton goods, 
considering the world by great divi- 
sions, are: -Asia.

WAS A PIONEER RAILROAD MAN

Suddenly and almost without warn 


Ing, death came to Tiiomos King a 
his home, 103 Locust street, last eve 
nine at G:10 o'clock. 
Altnough he 


had complained of not feeling wel 
he had worked around 'the yard ul 
day and was up in a walnut tree when 
the fatal Illness seized him shortly 
after four o'clock. 
He managed tc 


get to the ground and Into the house 
without assistance. 


When Mr. King lay down on the
